H. R. 4659 USA Patriot Act Amendment Passes

This bill amends the USA Patriot Act by extending the sunset of certain
provisions included in original legislation. Some conditions
scheduled to expire on February 3 are now scheduled to end F’%
on March 10, 2006. For example, this bill requires high-level = -
approval by either the FBI Director, Deputy Director, or
Executive Assistant Director for requests for certain records,
including library records, medical records, educational
records, and tax return records. It also limits retention, and
prohibits dissemination, of information concerning U.S. persons. It also
requires a description of a specific target in both the application and court
order for “roving wiretaps,” and specific facts in the application that show

that the target’s action may thwart surveillance efforts—if the target’s
true identity is known. [alENEEE N o EE =l Mg (s 5 (oIU N o)A Y el (=R o) (<.
